The three rescued after drifting 
more than 1,000 miles In 60 hours 
in their Mae Wests were 2nd Lt. 
James R. *New, Jr., Atlanta, Ga., 
nayigator, Corp. Louis Branch, Jr., 
BogiilUsa, La., engineer, and Sgt. 
Isadore Barrack, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
.Listed as missing were 2nd Lt.

New swam back into the plane 
and recovered the emergency kits.

Byrnes Adds 
New Chapter 
to Full Life 


Washington, July 11-—This is an- 
other chapter in the remarkable 
career of James F. Byrnes. 
By appointing Byrnes secretary 


of state, President 
Truman has 
done what he wanted and fully in- 
tended to do when he supported 
Byrnes for Vice President in 1944: 
nominate him for No. 2 place in 
the Democratic administration. 
It is ture 
that 
the new Presi 
dential succession bill as passed 
by the House of Representatives, 
making Speaker 
of 
the 
House 
third in line of succession in case 
of 
death 
or 
incapacity of both 
President 
and 
Vice 
President, 
would alter all this. But observers 
are certain the succession bill will 
strike snags in the Senate; 
Some doubt that President Tru- 
man ever intended his recommen- 
dation of such a bill as anymore 
than a gesture 
to 
Congress—an 
assurance that in naming a new 
secretary of state he was not try- 
ing to be dictatorial in naming his 
successor. 


As it is, the Senate is confirm- 
ing Byrnes, or any one else who 
might be nominated secretary of 
state when the Vice President has 
succeeded to the Presidency, is, in 
effect, naming him the nation's 
No. 2 man. It's unlikely the upper 
chamber 
would look kindly 
on 
any 
new 
succession 
measure 
which 
would hand 
his 
honor, 
privilege, and pretige over to the 
House. 


At any rate, unless the law is 
changed Byrnes is the No. 2 man 
in the administration as well as 
the administrator of our foreign 
policies—at a time 
when 
those 
foreign policies are probably more 
vital to the future of the 
nation 
and the world .than at any other 
time in our history. 
In June of last year, the 
then 
Sen. Harry S. Truman went to the 
Democratic 
national convention 
with a speech nominating. Byrnes 
for the Vice Presidency in his poc- 
ket. It certainly was through no 
political chicanery or any double 
cross on his own part that 
he 
didn't deliver it. 
Immediately after he had taken 
the oath of office as President, he 
dispatched a Navy plane to Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., to rush Byrnes to 
Washington. The latter's 
appear- 
ance here on the eve of the San 
Francisco conference gave rise to' 
so much speculation that he would 
be appointed secretary 
of state 
that the President, Secretary Ed- 
ward R. Stettinius, Jr., and Byrnes 
all were

Washington—The countless thous- 
ands of land mines in southern Eur- 
ope and our ridiculous non-frater- 
nization policy arc going to cause 
us more headaches "over there" 
in months to come than any other 
factors. 
This opinion came from a tech- 
nical sergeant, who has been in 
the Army more than two years. 
As a member of the staff of Slars 
and Slripcs, he has covered Eu- 
rope 
from Holland and 
Norlh 
Germany lo Ihe toe of Italy. He's 
not just another GI. He is a keen 
reporter with whom I worked in 
New York and Washington. 
For 
a time he had the difficult task of 
covering the U. S. Supreme Court 
— a run which permits no idle 
flights of imagination. Because he 
slill is in the Army and headed 
back for Europe as soon as his fur- 
lough is over, and because our ses- 
sion was unauthorized his name 
cannot bo used. 
"The winter of 1945-46 in 
our 
portion of Germany and in Holland, 
Belgium, France and Italy is going 
to be worse than last winter," lie 
said. 
• 
I asked if the peasants in those 
countries hadn't been able to get 
in some kind of crops. 
"Not in any section that 
was 


fought over or 
that 
the 
Nazis 
thought would be fought over," he 
answered. "I 
have 
discovered 
since I came back 
that nothing 
much is said here 
about 
land 
mines. Farmers don't dare to go 
into their fields in sections cover- 
ing thousands of square miles in 
western Europe and northern Italy. 
"On some farms, 
there 
are 
crooked litlle palhs that may be 
followed safely. These were 
laid 
out by Allied 
engineers 
-who 
cleared lanes that would provide 
the best cover for advancing in- 
fantry and motorized equipemtn. 
Step off those paths and the odds 
are you won't go far before step- 
ping on a mine. 
"There isn't a day over 
there 
that 
scores 
of persons 
aren't 
being blown to bits. The farmer 
and his family have only one solu- 
tion for it—don't go into the fields. 
That means no crops. 
"Most of the highways now have 
been cleared of mines, but it still 
is worlh your life lo pull off Ihe 
roads, even for a detour of a few 
yards. 
"Unlil our engineers and well- 
instructed civilians neutralize thi 
mines there seems 
to be little 
chace of getting all the farmers 
back into the fields. 
"Coupled with the absolute des-

of approximately 2,700, a combat 
ratio of boiler than six to one.
